Graphic Description of Its Delights, 


We are permitted to copy the follow- 


ing extracts from a letter just received 
by a friend from Capt. M. F. Kanan, of 
this city, dated Challis & Bonanza 
stage line, Custer Co., Idaho, Dec. 12th. 
giving a graphic description of some of 
the delights of travel in thut part of 
the country: 


This is the fifth day on wheels and 


runners, and yet there are four days 
more, should I encounter no storm; 
should it storm there is no telling when 
I will get out. 
I am now as sore as 


though 1 had come out second best in 
a prize fight. 


I suppose there is no person who 


questions the right of an individual to 
travel in this country in midwinter ; 
but any one who says ir is the proper 
thing to do is a liar, horse-thief, and 
probably a Democrat. I reached Black 
Foot, a station on the Utah Northern 
B. 11., 190 miles north of Ogden, five 
days ago at 7 o'clock a. m., where I 
found three cow boys in possession of 
the town, laying contributions on grog 
shops and hotels. I kept myself very 
scarce where they were during my two 
hours stay; at the end of which time 
came the horrid sound of "All aboard 
for Bonanza." 
I at once piled into 


where we had a good night's rest, start- 
ing again at 6 a. m., and are now 25 
miles above Challis and 16 miles from 
Bonanza, with the gorge filled up for 
bne-foarth of a mile by a snow-slide.
